H o w to I f lu k r o n A s p a r a g u s B e d . 
Not long since I read an article in your 
paper, telling your readers how to make an 
asparagus bed. 
Now while such a one as is 
therein described is very much better ityan 
none al all, still I think I can give directions 
that will result in giving nil of those who will 
try the experiment, a crop not only larger in 
size, but better in quality, than can be grown 
by the plan of your correspondent. 
It is a* follows: 
Pow the seed as lie has 
directed, in abort, follow his directions for the 
first year, except lobe sure that you gel Con­ 
over's Colossal Instead of tbu common varie­ 
ties. 
When the plants are one year old, in­ 
stead of letting them remain in the original 
bed. transplant them in the follow! ag man tier: 
Manure your bed very heavily, not less than 
at the rate of 73 two-horse loads per acre, 
and if possible at the rate of IOO loads per acre. 
Plow it under and level off your lied. Take your 
(hove!-plow and make lurrows three 
feet 
apart, not le.-s thou four nor more than lire 
indies deep. 
Now take up your plants and 
look them over, throw away the poor aud 
weak one?, aud transplant the others into the 
new lied by petting them iii the furrow s one 
to aiiout ivory IS inches. 
Spread out the 
roots in aa near their natural position as j>op 
giblt* and then All up the furrows, pack the 
earth somewhat over Hie plant*, level off year 
bed nicely, an I it is done. 
Cultivate well, destroying ail the woads as 
fast us they nuke their appearance, and early 
the next spring cut oil the old tops and ma­ 
nure again heavily aud dig it under, bul be 
very careful not to injure the roots of the 
plants. 
Tile root?, by Hie way, run horizon­ 
tally, and keep just about the same depth that 
they are planted. 
Hence, you have a good 
chance to dig under the manure without in­ 
juring Hic plant*, if you are careful. 
Now, if 
you wish your lied to givs you something nice, 
gut some good super-phosphate aud spread 
uj>ou it al the rate of say 500 pounds per acre 
In this latitude and climate you may loo', 
for the purple shoots about the tint of May, 
but you must cut sparingly this seasou. 
Re 
member that if your bed is well made aud 
cared for, it will last rou your whole lifetime 
Hence, be careful not to injure it before it lias 
a chance to show what ll can do. 
After it 
has been transplanted two years you may cut 
quite largely and after three years a full crop. 
Manure every spring as I have directed, and 
then care well for Hie lied during Hie season, 
and it is absolutely astonishing what an 
amount may be gathered even from a small 
bed, and it is a dish that no farmer should do 
without. 
I do not claim that this plan will product! a 
greater numiter of stalk* than that of your 
correspondent, but I claim that the stalks 
will be much larger and of a Letter quality. 
I claim lliat it can lie manure aud cul­ 
tivated 
to 
better 
advantage, 
also 
that 
it will gluud drouth 
bolter. 
In 
fact, 
I 
have never seen what I called a Qrst-rate bed, 
u'nless it bad been transplanted, and I think if 
our friend should attempt to com)>*to in any 
of our large cities with the products of such a 
bed, lie would soou Ibid himself crowded out 
of the market— J. lf. Smith in Western 
Farmer. 


F a r m e r * ( h a r d e n * . 
No one thing in a farmers household con­ 
tributes more to Hie comfort aud boalth of Hie 
family than a good garden. 
By this we do 
not mean a rough patch of unfertile ground, 
planted with a few early potatoes, a little 
sweet corn, a Iud of onion* and a row or 
two of turnips; but a choice, generous aud 
rich plot of ground, contiguous to the bouse, 
planted and carefully cultivated with all the 
desirable v eg etab les which the climate and 
soil will produce, and all the small fruits which 
add such a pleasing and agreeable variety, 
aid by their acid and healthful qualities ate 
so palatable during the hot summer months. 
Comparatively few farmers fully appreciate 
the value of an abundant supply of the vari­ 
ous vegetables aud fruits in their season, to 
Hie comfort not only, but to the health of the 
household. 
Among the tillers of the soil gen­ 
erally, too little attention iu paid to matters 
of food, drink, bathing, and 
ventilation. 
Simply /taint aud Cullom in most families, are 
Hie regulators of diet, clothing aud labor; 
rallier than the season, circumstances and the 
special 
physical conditions 
necessary 
to 
health. 
A* a rile, too much nitrogenous or 
fatty food is used duriag Hie warm weather, 
aud too few vegetables and loo litllo fruit. 
Many a farmer, his sons, aud sometimes his 
daughters litre beea laid on a sick bed with 
some low form offerer, because they persisted 
in laboring hard, and eating greasy indigest­ 
ible food, aud sleeping in an iii ventilated 
room. 
So long as farmers by Ona hours walk 
daily before breakfast, can secure to their 
household* from well kept gardens, an abun­ 
dant supply of hcailb-giviug vegetables and 
fruit, they have no excuse for contracting 
fevers, dyspepsia, or diseases of the liver and 
bowels, hy cating fat pork, or slutting them­ 
selves w ith fried doughnuts, aud griddle cukes 
with molasses. 
It is not a necessity, but a 
habit which our farmers have, of eating too 
much meat, and loo little fruit and vegetables. 
Tile erroneous uotion is prevalent among 
them, that they cannot perform severe phy­ 
sical labor without eating heartily of meat. 
This notion is easily disused of tty referents) 
to the farmers of England and the Continent, 
where as a ruio they seldom eat meat more 
than once a week, living chiefly on bread, 
milk, eggs, cheese, oat meal and garden vege­ 
tables. 
Many of our gardeu vegetables and fruits 
are not only nutritious, but possess distinct 
uisdicinal qualities. 
Rhubarb, the acid of 
which is so agreeable when made into pies, 
bas a iqwcilic eflect upou the liver and diges­ 
tive organs, aud is particularly valuable to 
all |K?rsous subject to bilious complaints. 
Asparagus is specially adapted to diseases of 
th* skiu. 
The nudie acid of the apple and 
strawberry are most beneficial and grateful to 
the dyspeptic. 
Lettuce is a narcotic. Graj/ea 
have a sp ecie effect on the kidneys and are 
thought to bj highly beneficial in diseases of 
the lungs and particularly in pulmonary con­ 
sumption. 
The juice of currants is valuable 
in fevers. 
Ute same general fact bolds good 
relative to all garden vegetables and fruits, 
and more attention should be given to their 
cultivation and use by farmers. 
Now is the 
time to look after these things by providing u 
good garden. 


S tra w b erry S h o rt-F a k e. 


Cap three quart* of strawberries, cut them 
if large into small pieces, and aweeten them 
with crushed sugar to taste. 
Make one quart 
of flour into pastry, not quite aa short as for 
pie-crust, roil it into four layers the size of a 
pic-plate, place them on top of each other and 
bake them to a nice brown. 
W.ten quite done 
place the top layer in a deep dish, spread it 
well with fresh butter, uud then put on it a 
layer of strawberries, then a layer of pastry, 
butter, Ac. 
Then place the whole in the 
stove for a few minutes to aoak, aud firing It 
on the table warm to be served.

H o x v to IV Iakc a n A s p a r a g u s B e d . 
Not long since I read an article in your 
paper, telling your readers how to make an 
asparagus bed. 
Now while such a oue as is 
therein described is very much better ijjan 
Done at all, still I think I can give directions 
that will result in giving all of those who will 
try the experiment, a crop not only larger in 
size, but better in quality, than can be grown 
by the plan of your correspondent. 
It is as follows: 
Sow the seed as he has 
directed, in short, follow bis directions <or the 
first year, except to be sure that you get Con­ 
over's Colossal instead of the common varie­ 
ties. 
When tbe plants are one year old, in­ 
stead of letting them remain in the original 
bed. transplant them in the following manner: 
Manure your bed very heavily, not less than 
at the rale of 75 two-horse loads per acre, 
aud if possible at the rale of 100 loads per acre. 
Plow it under and level ofl'your bed. Taktyour 
shove!-plow and make lurrows three 
feet 
apart, not less tliau four nor more than live 
inches deep. 
Now take up your plants and 
look them over, throw away the poor and 
weak one?, aud transplant the others into the 
new bed by psttiug them in the furrows one 
to about every IS inches. 
Spread out the 
roots in as near their natural position as pos­ 
sible, and then fill up the furrows, pack the? 
earth somewhat over the plants, level oflfyour 
bed nicely, and it is done. 
Cultivate well, destroying all the weeds as 
fast as they make their appearance, and early 
the next spring cut ofl the old tops and ma­ 
nure again heavily aud dig it under, but be 
very careful not to injure the roots of the 
plains. 
The roots, by the way, run horizon­ 
tally, and keep just about the same depth that 
they are planted. 
Hence, you have a good 
chance to dig under the manure without in­ 
juring the plants, if you are careful. 
Now, if 
.vou wish your bed to givs you something nice, 
get some good super-phosphate and spread 
upon it at the rate of say 500 pounds per acre. 
In this latitude and climate you may look 
for the purple shoots about the first of May, 
but you must cut sparingly this seasou. 
Re­ 
member that if your bed is well made and 
cared for, it will last you your whole lifetims. 
Ileuce, be careful not to injure it before it lias 
a chance to show what it can do. 
After it 
has been transplanted two years you may cut 
quite largely and after three vears a full crop. 
Manure every spring as I have directed, aud 
then care well for the bed during the season, 
and it is absolutely astonishing what an 
amount may be gathered even from a small 
bed, and it is a dish that no fanner should do 
without. 
I do not claim that this plan will produce a 
greater number of stalks than that of your 
correspondent, but I claim that tbe stalks 
will be much largar and of a better quality. 
I claim tliat it can be manure and cul­ 
tivated 
to 
better 
advantage, 
also 
that 
it will stand drouth 
better. 
In 
fact, 
I 
have never seen what I called a first-rate bed, 
ifnless it had been transplanted, and I think if 
our friend should attempt to com pste in any 
of our large cities with the praducts of such a 
bed, he would soou find himself crowded out 
of the market— J. M. Smith in 
Western 
Farmer. 


F a r m e r » B a r d e n s . 
No one thing in a farmers household con­ 
tributes more to the comfort and health of the 
family than a good garden. 
By this we do 
not mean a rough patch of unfertile ground, 
planted with a few eariy potatoes, a little 
sweet corn, a bed of onions and a row or 
two of turnips; but a ekoice, generous aud 
rich plot of ground, contiguous to the house, 
plauted and carefully cultivated with all the 
desirable vegetables which the climate and 
•oil will produce, and all the small fruits which 
add such a pleasing and agreeable variety, 
and by their acid and healthful qualities ate 
so palatable during the hot summer months. 
Comparatively few farmers fully appreciate 
the value oí an abundant supply of tho vari­ 
ous vegetables aud fruits in their season, to 
the «omfort not only, but to the health of the 
household. 
Among tbe tillers of the soil gen­ 
erally, too little attention in paid to matters 
of food, drink, bathing, 
and 
voatilatioo. 
Simply habit and custom in most families, are 
the regulators of diet, clothing and labor; 
rather than the season, circumstances and the 
special 
physical coudilioiii 
necessary 
to 
health. 
As a rale, too much nitrogenous or 
fatty food is used durisg tbe warm weather, 
and too few vegetables and too little fruit. 
Many a farmer, his sons, and sometimes bis 
daughters have been laid on a sick bed with 
some low form of fever, because they persisted 
in laboring hard, and eating greasy indigest­ 
ible food, and sleeping in an ill ventilated 
room. 
So long as fanners by one hours work 
daily before breakfast, can secure to their 
households from well kept gardens, an abun­ 
dant supply of health-giving vegetables and 
fruit, they have no excuse for contracting 
fevers, dyspepsia, or diseases of the liver and 
bowels, by eating fat pork, or stuffing them­ 
selves with fried doughnuts, and griddle cakes 
with molasses. 
It is not a necessity, but a 
habit which our farmers have, of eating too 
much meat, and too little fruit and vegetables. 
The erroneous notion is prevalent among 
them, that they cannot perform severo phy­ 
sical labor without eating heartily of meat. 
This notion is easily disposed of by reference 
to the farmers of England and the Continent, 
where a3 a rulo they seldom eat meat more 
than once a week, living chiefly on bread, 
milk, eggs, cheese, oat meal and garden vege­ 
tables. 
Many of our garden vegetables and fruits 
are not only nutritious, but possess distinct 
medicinal qualities. 
Rhubarb, 
the acid of 
which is so agreeable when made into pies, 
has a specific eflect upon the liver and diges­ 
tive organs, and is particularly valuable to 
all persous subject to bilieus complaints. 
Asparagus is specially adapted to diseases of 
the skin. 
The malie acid of the apple and 
strawberry are mo3t beneficial and grateful to 
the dyspeptic. 
Lettuce is a narcotic. Grapes 
have a specific effect on the kidneys and are 
thought to be highly beneficial in diseases of 
the lungs and particularly in pulmonary con­ 
sumption. 
The juice of currants is valuable 
in fevers. 
The same general fact holds good 
relative to all garden vegetables and fruits, 
and more attention should be given to their 
cultivation and use by farmers. 
Now is the 
time to look after these things by providing a 
good garden. 


S traw b erry S liorO C akc. 


Cap three quarts of strawberries, cut them 
if largo into small pieces, and sweeten them 
with crushed sugar to taste. 
Make one quart 
of flour into pastry, not quite as short as for 
pie-crust, roll it into four layers the size of a 
pic-plate, place them on top of each other and 
bake them to a nice brown. 
When quite done 
place the top layer in a deep dish, spread it 
well with fresh butter, und then put on it a 
layer of strawberries, then a layer of 
pastry, 
butter, &c. 
Then place the whole in the 
stove for a few minutes to soak, and bring It 
on the table warm to lie served.

Beck quoted largely from 
testimony heforethe Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, and insisted that tho section alto il l lie 
stricken from the bill. 
M'Tsrs. KASSON and DAWES nl-o hod 
read portion* of the same testimony. 
Mr. WOOD of New York spoke in advo­ 
cacy of the bill, and NI bl ack advocated tile 
bill except the third i-clion. 
Mr. BECK said he had been inform *1 by 
Roberts Hint bis (Beck's) amendment might 
endanger the passage of the bill, and a* he 
regarded the bill as too important to run atty 
risk In the matter ho would withdraw his 
amendment and offer it with ti bill which 
would Im reported in regard to the Sanborn 
contracts. 
Mr. DAWES, Chairman of the Committee 
on Ways ana Means, dosed the debate in a 
speeclt supporting the measure. 
He read to 
the House a list of the enormous amounts paid 
the New York Custom House officials since 
1869 as their shares of tines and penalties, the 
aggregate being (336,731. The law had been 
well likened to the cii*o of a fanner telling 
hts hired man who gathers his crops to glean 
for himself. 
Every man’* experience wouid 
tell him that when such an order was issued 
the gleaning would be more than the Brat 
raking. 
Mr. E. If. ROBERTS called attention to the 
fact that it was a Republican administration 
which first of all brought tins thing to light 
and which first proposed to sit ike down this 
abuse. 
Tho majority of tho Committee on 
Ways and Means were Republican*, and he 
challenged any ou# to sty that the Republicans 
had not been zealous In commencing this work 
and carrying it forward step by step. 
Mr. WOOD of New York protested I bat Ins 
colleague was Hie first to Introduce partisan 
considerations Into the bill, and that he had 
taken advantage of the closing minutes of the 
debat# to do so. 
Mr. NIBLACK—And it was a very untteci i- 
sary performance, lo say the least. 
Mr. WOOD—Aud a very discourteous one. 
The House then proceeded lo vote on 
Dawes’ amendment to strike out the third 
section of the bill and lo udd to the sixth sec­ 
tion. 
Agreed to—97 to 93—and the laill as 
thus amended was passed.

Ordinance to regulate by license the exhibitions of 
circuses and other shows or entertainm ents,’ 
passed June 17th, 1372. 
P a ss e d May 15th, 1874. 
The Common Council of the City of Kingston, ilo 
ordain as follow s: 


S e c t io n 
1. The first section of the ordinance 
of the City of Kingston entitled “ An Ordinance to 
regulate by license the exhibitions of circuses and 
other sliows or entertainm ents,” passed by the 
Common Council of said City, June 17, 187-2, is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 


“ S e c t io n 1. No exhibit len of any circus, cara­ 
van or menagerie, theatre, curiosities, tricks of 
legerdemain, or other shows or entertainm ents 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be perm itted In said 
city, unless the person or persons intending to 
make such exhibition shall first obtain a perm it in 
w riting from the Mayor fsr #aeti sepauate exhi­ 
bition or perform ance; for which permit the fol­ 
lowing sums respectively shall be paid for each 
separate exhibition or performance, viz :

Nothing contained in the first section 
of this ordinance shall prevent the Common Coun­ 
cil from making, in its .discretion, contracts or 
arrangem ents with the propiletors of lessees of 
public Halts for the paym ent by them of an annual 
sani to be agreed upou in lieu of the license or 
perm it fees specified in said section, for anv or all 
exhibitions or performances In such pubiic halls 
respectively.”

There was a great advantage to the 
public from this slate of things. 
The tyvo 
parties criticised each the other, and so tend 
ed to keep politics [lure.

It was a revival of the old 
Continental spirit, with this difference: that 
the warfare of our fathers was against the red­ 
coats, while tho latter crusade wa3 against the 
red nose*. 
Ile hoped that one of the results 
of the crusade would be the bestowal of the 
right of suffrage on women. 
Societies of ail kinds had their uses, and 
their abuse begun when those belonging to 
them fall into the error of thinking that Utero 
could not bo too much of a good thing. 
No 
man should allow his devotion to any society, 
political, commercial, literary or otherwise, to 
lead him lo waver from his devotion to con­ 
science and his ideas of purity and integrity. 
Ifa man finds that his party does not carry 
out his ideas of right, let him leave it, and ii 
will not be so much worse for him Gut for the 
party. 
The character of the riugs which had 
prevailed of late in commence and in politics 
had left a bad deposit oil Hie national charac­ 
ter. 
We had politicians uow-a-days but 
not 
statesmen. 
Th* memory of that glorious tri­ 
umvirate, Calhoun, Clay und Webster, had 
passed with Sumner lo fame hallowed by 
death. 
The chief object of society was— 
society. 
S o lely was higher than the individ­ 
ual, and all societies that did not result in 
great good to the masses missed a proper 
aim. 
Rosseau aud JeOerson had taught us 
that men had “ th* alienable right of life, lib­ 
erty mid the pursuit of happiness," but in re­ 
ality the only right any man could claim wss 
the right to do what was right. 
The only true 
foundation of indejiendence was inter-depend­ 
ence.

Tho Chairman then called upon the Hon 
A. Bruvn Hasbrouck.

minded in this connection of the words of the 
immortal author of “ I’aradisc Lost:"

I 
remember 
correctly, 
the 
insurance company would not carry tho risk 
under the conditions. 
I am also informed 
that they were advised to have a ring placed 
around th* ceuter of the bleacher, so that it 
might revolve on rollers, thus supporting the 
heavy weight. 
If the iron was weak it might 
have been detected by the hydrostatic pres 
sure; but it is almost, if not quite, impossi­ 
ble for a man to continue long inside such 
machine to examine thoroughly.

will not take risks on rotary blanchers.

always fearful to be near them, yet with good 
material and their weight properly supported, 
they should not be so unsafe.

nation of womeu against intem perance was 
of great service. 
It was a revival of the old 
Continental spirit, with this difference: th at 
the warfare of our fathers was against the red­ 
coats, while tho latter crusade was against the 
red no3es. 
He hoped th a t one of the results 
of the crusade would be the bestowal of the 
right ot suffrage on women. 
Societies of all kinds had their uses, and 
their abuse begun when those belonging to 
them fall into the error of thinking that there 
could not be too much of a good thing. 
No 
m an should allow his devotion to any society, 
political, commercial, literary or otherwise, to 
lead him lo waver from his devotion to con­ 
science and his ideas of purity and integrity. 
If a man finds th a t his party does not carry 
out his ideas of right, let him leave it, and it 
will not be so much worse for him but for the 
party. 
The character of the rings which had 
prevailed of late in com m elee and in politics 
had left a bad deposit on the national charac­ 
ter. 
We had politicians now-a-days but 
not 
statesm en. 
The memory of that glorious tri­ 
um virate, Culhouu, Clay and Webster, had 
passed with Sum ner to famo hallowed by 
death. 
The chief object of society w as— 
society. 
Soeiety was higher than the individ­ 
ual, and all societies th at did not result in 
g reat good to the m asses missed a proper 
aim. 
Rosseau and Jeflerson had taught us 
th at men had “ the alienable right of life, lib­ 
erty and the pursuit of happiness,” but in re­ 
ality the only right any m an could claim was 
the right to do w hat w a3 right. 
The only true 
foundation of independence was inter-depend- 
ence. 


The speaker then took issue with that ten­ 
dency of our age which placed capacity abovo 
virtue, and in conclusion, claimed th at the 
great need of our tim e was educated men in 
politics. 
A union of educated meu, a party 
of educated men, would prove the salvation of 
the country. 
They shall direct the plasuc 
mind of the age, and mould it with their dom i­ 
n ant ideals.

Mr. H asbrouck said th at he felt alm ost re­ 
moved, through his advanced years, from any 
active part in public w ork; yet his interest 
had been greatly aroused in the object of the 
organization about to be formed. 
He was re­ 
minded in this connection of the words of the 
im m ortal author of “ Paradise L o st:” 
“ They also serve who only stand and wait.” 
As ono whoso span of life was lengthened be­ 
yond that of m ost men, he would accept the ser­ 
vice of w aiting, thankful if in any way he 
could aid a cause so full of the promise of heip 
to God’s poor. 
H e would carefully distin­ 
guish betweon those who were reallv the wor­ 
thy recipients of public and private bounty, 
and those vagrants who were content to prey 
in idleness upon the public charities. 
This 
gathering and its objects recalled to him the 
names of two men who had been earnest in 
effort for the good of the outcast and m isera­ 
ble, especially as found in our county jail. 
One had already paásed into his rew ard; the 
other be saw before him, still earnestly en­ 
gaged in tho sam e ministry, while the same 
blessed inheritance aw aited him. 
lie would 
give his hearty endorsem ent lo the work of 
the State Charities Aid Association, which 
had long been fam iliar to him, aud which 
would supply a grow ing need in the commu­ 
nity. 
Colonel W estbrook added his conviction of 
the necessity of ju st such work as this—speak­ 
ing frons his personal experience in visiting 
the Alms House, and his interest in the in­ 
mates. 
He knew that the officials needed 
such aid to supplem ent their earnest efforts 
for good. 
Mr. Jam os S. McEntee was then called upon 
to speak, but declined in favor of Rev. Dr. 
W aters, who expressed warm sym pathy for 
the cause and a hearty desire for its success. 
Judge Schooum aker followed In some happy 
rem arks, concluding with the plea that this 
association should noc be left like a foundling, 
to perish, but should receive perm anent inter­ 
est and support. 


Mr. Thom as L. Johnston said, iu response 
to a call upon him, th at he liad given much 
tim e to the care of the poor, and th at no work 
had ever repaid him so well. 
He knew that 
our officials were activo and faithful in the dis­ 
charge of their duties, yet his knowledge of 
the working of the Ladies’ Aid Society during 
the past w inter showed him the benefit of 
organized private help.

These bleachers are always very dan­ 
gerous, both on account of the impossibility 
of bracing an d tbe g reat w eight which is put 
in them . 
This weight caused the bleacher in 
question to p a rt in the middle. 
T hat heavy 
pressure w as carried a t Contlii’s mill, 
I 
knew. 
They 
were 
formerly 
iusured, 
and 
if 
I 
rem em ber 
correctly, 
the 
insurance com pany would not carry the risk 
under the conditions. 
I am also informed 
th at they w ere advised to have a ring placed 
around the center of th e bleacher, so that it 
m ight revolv* on rollers, thus supporting the 
heavy w eight. 
If the iron w as weak it m ight 
have been detected by the hydrostatic pres­ 
sure; bu t it is alm ost, if not quite, impossi­ 
ble for a m an to continue long inside such a 
m achine to exam ine thoroughly. 
Insurance 
com panies for the inspection of steam mills 
will not take risks on rotary bleachers. 
I am 
always fearful to be near them , yet with good 
m aterial and their w eight properly supported, 
they should not be so unsafe. 
I have bad no report from Mr. Blackwell, 
b a t I see th at he has m ade a statem ent; and 
if he hail m ade an inspection, as he seems to 
have desired, this m ight h av a been prevented; 
b ut I am inclined to think th a t the parties 
would have done all in theic power to avoid 
an inspection.
